liat by these ye might be made partakersof the divine nature, having escaped
he corruption that is in the world
lirough lust.*'
We do not undertake to give a synopsisof this sermon because of a lack of

ipacc. Hut the speaker's wonderful
command of language, his copious vocabulary.his ilear enunciation, his logicand his familiarity with the Scripturescombined to make a sermon of unsurpassedpower.
At Long Cane the next day the serviceswere of a most interesting nature.
